7. Obviously presen ted) The method of claim 6 wherein the hop acid is 
selected from at least one of the group consisting of alpha acids, beta acids, isoalpha acids, rho- 
isoalpha acids, tetrahydroisoalpha acids and hcxahydroisoalpha acids. 

8. (Previously presented) The method of claim 7 wherein the alpha acids are 
selected from at least one of the group consisting of humulone, cohumuloue, and adhumulonc. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 7 wherein the beta acids arc selected from at 
least one of the group consisting of lupulone > colupulonc, and adlupulone. 

1 0. (Original) The method of claim 6 wherein the amount of hop acid is 2 ppm of 
digcslive system fluid. 

I I , (Original) The method of claim 6 wherein the livestock is selected form the 
groups consisting of cattle, horses, pigs, and zoo animals. 

12, (Previously presented) The method ofclaim 6 wherein the hop acid is 
capable of increasing the level of propionate in the digestive system fluid.
